N a lovely gully of the rugged granite range

A Profitable Country Life. 


E had last week a few notes 
- on farming rabbits, and 
also a sketch of a rabbit- 
proof fence. I likewise 
suggested the business of 
rabbit-farming as being 
one that will make money. 
Wild rabbits may be 
managed so as to breed all 
the year excepting a few 
weeks in midwinter. Isaw 
young wild rabbits on an 
exposed warren last 
February, and I have seen 
and had them come as late’ 
as November. Under ordi- 
nary conditions wild -doe 
- rabbits breed three or four 
litters every year. Those litters: average about five young 
ones each. Not all of them T yad up to full size, to be sure. 
If they did the country would soon become a huge warren. 
They have many natural enemies, all of which reduce their 
numbers, and when left to cireumstazces not half the young 


ones will reach maturity. 
Eating Soddened Green Food 


after days of fasting—for rabbits do not feed during 
stormy weather—kills a lot of them. They die off consider- 
ably in hard winters when food is scarce. The stoats and 
weasels and other animals, as well as the birds of prey, thin 
them down greatly. The nests are more or less got.at by 
other does and by the bucks, and then the young ones get 
kicked about and dragged out,and a doe rabbit has no 


notion of picking them up and nursing them, so they are. 


left to die. Where rabbits are 


Well Catered for and Protected, 


nearly every rabbit born should be reared. One cannot 
prevent them dying from scour—the ailment that carries 
them off in wet weather—but one may substitute dry food 
for soddened grass, and so counteract it considerably. With 
that one exception all else in rearing wild rabbits success- 
fully is a question of method and management.. Take 
protection. It means keeping the protected from enemies. 
A bio og a enclosure will do that for rabbits. To 
protect them from each other is another matter. It may be 
done. Here is my plan of securing the bucks when I keep 
a stock of breeding does in an enclosed run or Ledgerow. 


A BUCK RABBIT PEN ON GRASS. 


This pen when moved on its length every day will serve for 
three or four bucks all the breeding time. Its bottom is 
covered with 2 in. mesh wire netting, so they cannot possibly 
get out. When I wish to mate does with them, I set up an 
outer square or circle of wire netting around this pen, and 
place the does inside of it, and let the bucks get to them there. 
That plan saves a lot of young rabbits. I am quite satisfied 
that every doe wild rabbit kept on such methodical lines as 
this, can 
Earn from 10s. to £1 a Year; 


and that every 100 does so kept can earn from £50 to £100 
a year. As to the land, I have a bit of hedgerow dividing 
two grass fields. It is on the brow of a hill, and runs 
south. I am now enelosing a 40-yards length of it for 


£3. It will hold twenty-five doe rabbits, they having the 
run out at night upon an enclosed grass field, which is 
opened to them by an attendant, who also closes them in 
every morning. I may say that I believe in these methods 
thoroughly, because Iam puisuing them myself every day the 


year round, 
The Borzoi.

HE QUEEN AND THE PRINCE AND 

PRINCESS OF WALES have made the 

Isle of Wight gay this week by their presence —Her 

Majesty at Osborne and their Royal Highnesses off 

Cowes. On Sunday last Her Majesty drove out, 

accompanied by the Princess of Wales, and was joined at 

Whippingham by Princess Henry of Battenberg, with 
Prince Alexander. 


The Grand Old King of Denmark, accompanied 
by the Crown Prince and Prince Karl, proceeded last 
Monday in the Royal yacht Dannebrog to meet the Empress 
Dowager of Russia, the Grand Duke Michel. and the Grand 
Duchess Olga of Dragúr. The Imperial family came on the 
Russian yacht Polar Star, whence they were transferred to 
the Dannebrog, which arrived at Copenhagen at three 
o'clock. The Queen, the Crown Princess, and other Princes 
and Princesses of the Danish Royal family welcomed their 
distinguished relatives. From the Custom House stairs 
the Imperial and Royal parties drove to Bernstorff Castle, 
and were enthusiastically cheered by the people along the 
route. 


-His Majesty the King of Siam and His Royal 
Highness Prince Chira visited His Highness the Duke and 
Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Teck at White Lodge, 
Richmond Park, last Sunday, after “doing ** Kew Gardens, 
and remained to luncheon. The band of the 1st Battalion 
of the Essex Regiment played a selection of music during 
His Majesty’s dinner, under the direction of Mr. S. R. 
Harman, bandmaster. The King, accompanied by Prince 
Chira, honoured Mr. W. H. M. Christie (Astronomer 
'Royal) with a visit at the Greenwich Royal Observatory 
after dinner. : 


The Ceremony of Introducing the Duke of 
York to the 5th Battalion Isle of Wight (Princess 
Beatrice’s) Volunteers, of ‘which His Royal Highness has 
accepted the position of Honorary Colonel in the place of 
the late Prince Henry of Battenberg, took place last 
Sunday in a field adjoining the grounds at Osborne House, 
The Duke of York, attended by Lieutenant F. Ponsonby, 
and wearíng in addition to his new uniform, which suited 
him admirably, the Order of the Garter, was met at the 
entrance to the field by Colonel Cradock, the men saluting 
and band playing the National Anthem. At the gall of the 
Commanding Officer the officers of the battalion assembled 
in front of the ranks, and one by one were introduced to 
the Duke, who in a short speech expressed his pleasure at 
the introduction, complimented the officers on the smart 
turn out, and said he was proud to be their Colonel. During 


| this ceremony a group of Royal visitors had walked on to 
| the ground and taken up their places beneath a clump of 

trees. The party constituted the Prince and Princess of 
| Wales, Prince Victor Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, 
| and Princess Ena. There was some delay before Her

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ten officers, and as many men, found 
the enemy one hundred yards from 
the point of a cliff, and had a sharp 
hand to-hand struggle, which re- 
sulted, of course, in the driving back 
of the Swats, courageous as they were. 
The Chitral Expedition, crowned with 
success in 1895, was a triumph of 
military organisation and skilful 
leadership; and we have not the 
slightest doubt the Malakand Expe- 
dition will prove similarly successful. 


The Serious Fighting at 
Malakand has been most clearly 
described by Reuter's “Special Ser- 
vice” man at Malakand in his graphie 
letter dated July 31: For some time 
past it had been known to the 
political agents that the Mad Mullah 
was endeavouring to raise the tribes- 
men in the Swat Valley. Pre- 
cautions were taken, but nothing 
in the nature of a determined attack 
upon the camp was anticipated. On 
Monday, the 26th of July, the officers 
of the Malakand Garrison proceeded 
to Khan, in the Swat Valley, four 
miles from Malakand Kotal, to 
play polo as usual. Colonel Meikle- 
john, commanding the brigade that 
afternoon, decided to move out at 
midnight to anticipate the enemy, 
who were reported to be in greater 
force. than had been supposed; but 
at ten a most determined assault 
was suddenly made upon the camp 
from the east, swordsmen in large 
n' mbers getting among the people 
of the bazaar before reinforcements 
could reach the pickets. 


The 45th Sikhs (continued 
teuter's smart Correspondent), in 
the extreme east, were attacked in 
force, but held the enemy. in check 
all night, losing two men killed and 
A one officer, Major Taylor, since dead, 
= and five men wounded. A great 
body of swordsmen and sharp- 
shooters fell upon the bazaar, and, 
sweeping through, got to the en- 
trenchments held by the Madras 
Sappers and Miners. By this time

s'ble to go owing to the great and constantly increasing 
numters of the enemy. This company was then brought 
mi the Sappers’ lines, and remained there during the 
night. 


The Enemy Now Crowded Forward in Great 
Force, bursting into the serai, where they cut up all the 
men they found there, and, passing through the lazanr, 
forced an entrance into the commissariat lines, where they 
cut up Lieutenant Manley of the commissariat, and attacked 
the Sappers’ lines again, this time from the west, where 
the reserve ammunition was stored. After a stubborn 
resistance of about twenty minutes they rushed this end of 
the camp, cutting up the quarter guard, carrying off the 
reserve ammunition, and. occupying the lines to within 
some twenty yards of the east end of the lines, where were 
posted the Sappers and a company of the 24th Punjab 
Infantry. 


Major Herbert was Wounded in the leg by a 
bullet which had first passed through Colonel Meiklejotin's 
gaiter, and almost immediately afterwards Major Lamb 
was seriously wounded in the thigh, and Lieutenant 
Watling was carried in from the quarter-guard with a 
sword=cut in the leg. Lieutenant Watling brought the 
first news of ths occupation of the Sappers’ lines by 
the enemy. Upon this a counter attack, led. by Colonel 
Meiklejohn, who was followed by Captain’ Holland 
and Lieutenant Climo (24th Punjab Infantry), Lientenant 
Manley (the Engineers), some Sappers and Sepoys of the 
24th, was made. Half the party was shot down. The 
remainder fell back a few yards and made another stand, 
in whieh Holland and nine more of the party were 
wounded. Being reinforced, however, by a few more 
men, the remnants of the party, consisting now of some 
twelve men in all, made for the quarter-guard, which was 
reached at the point of the bayonet. The officers had all 
this time been using their revolvers freely, shooting down 
Ghazis at arm's length. The enemy, when being driven 
out of the Sappers' lines, left the ammunition which they 
had previously looted behind them. All along the road 
reinforcements were now being brought down from the Fort 
by Lieutenant Rawlins, who had a narrow escape from the 
Ghazis when going to fetch them. The desultory fighting 
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‘which ensned lasted till daybreak on the 27th ult. The 
bazaar and serai were cleared and the enemy’s dead 
collected. They numbered some seventy bodies. Our 
losses during the night, in addition to those of the 
45th Sikhs and those already mentioned by name were— 
Sappers, three killed and wounded ; 24th Punjabis, one 
killed and three wounded. 


Colonel Meiklejohn forthwith Ordered a 

ursuit, and the 31st Punjabis, with a mounted battery 
and a squadron of the 11th Bengal Cavalry, moved out 
from the north camp supported by the 24th Punjabis from 
Kotal. The cavalry got through to Chakdara detached 
post, nine miles distant, on the Swat River, where they 
remain. The infantry and guns were recalled owing to the 
increasing numbers of the enemy on all sides. The 24th 
«were ordered to return by a graded road just under the 
heights occupied by the enemy, which they attacked, 
capturing a standard. Orders were now given to evacuate 
the north camp, and the rest of the day was spent in 
transferring the stores from the fort. 


The Nights of July 27, 28, and 29 saw the 
same determined investment of the Malakand camp by the 
enemy, who on the latter night had greatly increased in 
numbers. They have, however, undoubtedly suffered 
severely, and appear to be losing heart. On Aug. 1 it was 
announced from Malakand that Colonel Reid had reached 
that place with the 35th Sikhs and 38th Dogras. Major 
Lamb’s wound is above the knee. He received it in 
picking up Major Herbert when the latter fell. It is 
feared he may lose his leg. 


‘ From Simla we hear that reinforcements are being 
sharply sent on to Malakand from Peshawar and elsewhere, 
the Buffs starting from Peshawar on Aug. 1. A reserve 
brigade for the Malakand Expedition has been formed, 
consisting of the 2nd Highland Light Infantry, the

The petitioner had written and 
signed a document at his wife’s dictation, which was to the 
effect that he had no objection to her misconducting 
herself, He did so because he was. frightened out 
of his life, and she threatened that unless: he did 
so she would cut his throat while he was asleep. 
Mr. Deane’ announced that his defence was a complete 
denial of the charges of misconduct against the respondent. 
After the marriage the petitioner complained that he had 
not enough money, and, taking advantage of an episode in 
his wife's erlier life, he made an abominable suggestion to 
her by which his income might be augmented. She was 
indignant, and said, ** You say that, but dare not put it into 
witty 1" [twas then that the petitioner wrote the document 
in question.

A Petroleum Lamp Death. 


The Star (which has shed a brilliant light upon 
the dangerous petrolenm oils sold at stores and 
oil-shops) calls attention to the painful death of 
a little child, Annie Violet May Barnes, who 
died from the effects of burns received in the 
Swinton Street lamp explosion case. Mrs. 
Barnes, mother of the deceased, stated at the 
inquest that she left the child in the room with 
the lamp burning. On returning she found the 
furniture burnt and the lamp broken on the 
floor, the reservoir being in very small pieces. 
In reply to the coroner, Mr. Tapp (Secretary 
of the Allied Oil Trades Protection Society) said 
the great cause of such explosions was that the 
wick was too small, so that the air got down to 
the oil. The vapour of petroleum was not 
explosive until it became mixed with air. The oil 
used was American Tea Rose. The jury returned 
a verdict of “Accidental Death,” and com- 
mended a neighbour named Neale, who got the 
child out of the burning room after three 
attempts. Surely the London County Councii 
should warn oil-shop keepers of the perils 
attending the use of such oils!
